To commemorate the 75% anniversary of 
the start of the U.S.’ involvement in World 
War Il, the Society unveiled its newest 
exhibit, WW II: Ames Doing Its Part. 


The exhibit features stories about day-to- 
day life in Ames from 1941-45 for those 
who stayed at home and supported the war 
effort in countless ways. 


The exhibit will be on view through 
September 30, Tue. - Sat., 10 am — 4 pm. 


Local men and women enlisted in the 
armed services (top, left). Civilians practiced 
emergency procedures and took Red Cross 
classes. lowa State was involved in military 
training programs and top-secret research. 
Kids pitched in, homemakers collected scrap 
metal, juggled family food needs with 
rationing, canned home grown produce and 
planted victory gardens. 


The Ames Canning Company provided 
vegetables for military use. Collegiate 
Manufacturing Company expanded its 
production from college-related goods to 
war work, making rain coats and ponchos 
for the troops. 


The exhibit includes a 1940s kitchen (left) 
and victory garden, a diary from a US. 
POW, a Collegiate Manufacturing raincoat, 
war-era artifacts, large photos and engaging 
information.

Exhibit History Talks 


A series of three history talks will enrich information 
about the WWII home front in central lowa. All will 
take place at the Ames Public Library auditorium and 
are free and open to the public. 


Tuesday, July 25, 7 pm 
BI7 Bomber Crash in Story County in 1944 
Matt Donovan, lowa D.O.T. Archeologist and Historian 


In March 1944, a BI7 bomber based in Kearney, NE 
crashed near Maxwell, IA, lost while flying in a snow and 
wind storm and taking the lives of seven crew members. 
A mail carrier was the first to reach the scene on the 
Cleat Donahoo farm 40 miles from Des Moines. The 
Donahoos witnessed the crash from their bedroom, 
seeing an explosion before the ship fell. The speaker has 
researched aviation archaeology in lowa and will 
provide interesting details about this WWWIl-era tragedy. 


Tuesday, August 29, 7 pm 
The Home Fronts of lowa, 1940-45 
By Lisa Ossian, Des Moines Area Community College 


Lisa Ossian divides home front contributions of lowans 
into four fronts: farm, production, community and 
kitchen. Learn about Food for Freedom, directing 
farmers in all-out production. The “Arsenal of Demo- 
cracy” stimulated small businesses and industries to fill 
military contracts while the two new ordnance plants 
produced bombs and ammunition. Towns and cities 
exceeded records in eight war bond drives as well as 
scrap drives for metal, paper and rubber and lowa’s 
women met rationing and production requirements in 
home kitchens.

Working with the Enemy: German, Italian and 
Japanese Prisoners of War in lowa WWII 

By Chad Timm, Assoc. Prof. Education, Simpson College 


With the successful 1942 Allied campaign against Adolf 
Hitler’s Afrika Corps, the number of enemy prisoners 
of war that needed interment grew dramatically. Great 
Britain looked to the U.S. for help. Eventually there 
were more than 500 camps including two in the state of 
lowa starting in 1943. Timm will focus on the camps in 
Algona and Clarinda, discussing camp life, community 
relations, the POW labor program, branch camps in 
more than 30 lowa communities and the arrival of 
Japanese prisoners at Camp Clarinda in early 1945.

Local Stories = the WWII Years in Ames 


For the 1964 Ames Centennial, an industrious committee 
wrote a l00-year history of our town. Each decade was 
undertaken by different sub-committees with researchers 
scrolling through newspaper microfilm to get an idea of the 
developments and pressing topics of their assigned years. 


Here are highlights they gleaned from the WWII years, in 
conjunction with the current exhibit at the History Center.

The college doubles the number of flyers in training. 

e City Manager John Ames is "loaned" to the federal 
government for 30 days to advise on defense 
installations. 

e The O'Neil property south of the Highway 
Commission is rezoned to permit the building of a 
dairy plant. The balance of the tract is given to the 
city for a park. 

e Ames is designated a defense area. Building material 
and financing will be more readily available now. 


1942 


e The nation entered 1942 on a dual keynote of 
"happy new year" and "beat the Japs" - America's 
first wartime New Year's Day in 24 years. 

e Ames has a snow of blizzard 
proportions - 20 inches fell in 
Des Moines with temperatures 
of ten below zero. Trains ran 
two hours behind schedule 
(right). 

e The fall of Manila is imminent. 
Washington is awaiting official 
word from the Philippine capitol. Secretary of War 
Stinson told reporters that severe fighting is in 
progress after the American and Filipino forces 
consolidated their positions. 

e Tire ration plan set up ... lowa quota at 7,304. 

e Boiler explosion in the old high school fieldhouse, 
hurled an entrance door more than 50 feet. 

e President Roosevelt calls for the military registra- 
tion of eligible men between the ages of 20 and 44. 

e [owa State registers 5,150 for winter quarter. 

e H. W. Stafford, 26-year president of Ames Trust 


and City Treasurer since 1915, 
dies following a heart attack. 

e Plans for the opening of a 
Spurgeon Mercantile store were 
revealed at 328 Main (right). 

e Red Cross drive goes "over top" 
with its War Relief fund drive at 


Ames Daily Tribune carriers sold a total of 56,656 
ten cent Defense Stamps and received awards 
from the U.S. Treasury Department. 
Chief of Police W. J. Cure (right) 
ordered a tightening of restrictions 
on "bums" and "floaters" after 
Roosevelt School had been 
ransacked by a man believed to have 
been a “voluntary guest” of the city 
for a meal earlier the same day. 

lowa Highway Patrol Chief Knee ordered 
patrolmen to take steps to enforce a 40 mph 
speed limit on highways. 

"Corregidor Falls" is the headline May 6. American 
defenders of Corregidor fortress went down under 
a battering attack by Japanese big guns and assault 
troops. The exhausted and hungry men, 7,000 in all, 
surrendered after 27 days of heroic resistance. 
Rushing's new super-market, east of Kellogg, south 
of the C & NW tracks, 
held its formal opening. 
800 sailors arrived on the 
lowa State College campus 
for the naval training 
school for electricians and 
aircraft machinists (right). 
First Lieut. Clate W. 
Chennette is at the air force's officer’s training 
school at Miami Beach. He was director of the 
Ames Municipal Band for several years prior to 
enlisting in the service. 

Second Lieut. James H. Buck was a graduate of the 
officer candidate department of the eastern signal 
corps school, at Fort Monmouth, New Wy: me is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. EN we | 
Frank E. Buck. 

City officials searched for 
the criminals who smashed 
a padlock on the [zoo’s] 
bear cages at Brookside 
Park and liberated two 
adult black bears. Both L ! 
bears apparently spent the night in or near the park 
and when the park caretaker reported for work, 
they greeted him on the bridge. City employees 
spent more than an hour capturing the bears. 

Two Ames boys, James R. Paley and James J. O'Neil, 
who have been buddies through their junior high, 
high school and college days, are now buddies on 
the field. They are attending pre-flight school at 
Kelley Field, Texas. 
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City Manager John Ames received 
appointment as special consul- 
tant to the bureau of govern- 
mental research, a department of 
the War Production Board in 
Washington, D.C. 

Uncle Sam was 158,493 pounds 
richer in scrap metal as the result 
of the effort of 52 men as they 
canvassed every block in Ames for raw material 
with which to forge the weapons of war. 

The new $89,000 municipal airport pushed one step 
nearer realization as the city began to obtain a site 
for the new base. 

Several hundred Ames civilians had a look at Navy 
life as it is lived far from sea at an open house and 
"Happy Hour" program held during “Navy Day” on 
the ISC campus. They were served regular Navy 
"grub" after answering 6:30 am mess call in the 
Memorial Union and went on an inspection tour of 
the Navy dormitory. A Navy Day parade attracted 
a large audience to downtown streets. 

Dr. G. E. McFarland Jr., was 
commissioned a medical corps 
lieutenant in the U. S. Naval 
Reserve at Des Moines and was 
ordered to report for active duty 
at the U. S. Naval Hospital in San 
Diego (right). 

The American invasion of North Africa is gaining 
force at all points. 

Ray Smalling, former assistant coach, was appointed 
head coach and director of athletics and physical 
education of Ames High School to succeed Kenneth 
Wells, who was granted a leave of absence to serve 
in the Navy for the duration of the war. 

Mrs. Mary C. Carr, 84, a resident of Ames intermit- 
tently, died at the home of her daughter in Soldier, 
lowa. She was the mother of R. E. “Dad” Carr, 
operator of a local skating rink and swimming pool. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Kintzley, 3621 Woodland, 
observed their 60th wedding anniversary on 
Christmas day 1942. The Kintzleys are long-time 
residents of Story County. Mr. Kintzley was born 
here in 1859 before Ames was established and Mrs. 
Kintzely came to lowa from Illinois in a covered 
wagon.
